WHO PAYS WAGES? 


Editor Of The Townsman; 

Do workers know who pays their 
wages? Most of them do not. The 
employer only distributes wages; 
it is the buying public who really 
pays them, If the public doesn’t 
buy the workers’ products, there 
is no money to pay the workers. 

This is important to every 
worker employed in _ industries 
which are threatened by competi- 
tion from foreign countries with 
low labor standards. Surely every 
worker in Andover is thus affected. 

There is a drive on to promote 
the importation of more products 


from abroad, Lut if we import 
foreign goods instead of making 
them here, we. will be paying 


to foreign workers rather 
than to American workers. 

Is it fair to American workers, 
who get high wages, to subject 
them to competition from foreign 
workers who average from 25 or 
35 cents an hour in Great Britain 
and much less in most other coun- 
tries? We would not permit foreign 
workers to take jobs here and work 
for such wages. Should our buying 
public employ foreign workers 
abroad at those low wages to make 
products which should be made by 
the higher paid workers in these 
United States? 

The continued lowering of import 
tariffs on competitive products is 
a serious threat to U. S. workers 
in the industries vulnerable to 
competition from low wage foreign 
countries, The Trade Agreements 
Act is being used to reduce our 
already low tariffs, It should not 
be renewed when it expires in 
1951, 

I believe that a letter from every 
worker in this
